Seized Near Swamp

MOULTRIE, On. IC -C apture of 
a paroled Georgia convict wanted 


in connection with four brutal slay­ 
ings ended three days of terror 
today and brought sighs of relief 
to this south Georgia community. 
Tom Williams, a 45-year-old pa­ 
roled m urderer was taken on the 
edge of a swam p east of the city 
last night. Lt. W. E. McDuffie of 
the Georgia Bureau of Identifica­ 
tion m ade the capture. He hustled 
Williams off to his 
automobile, 
locked 
him 
in 
the 
trunk 
and 
beaded 
for an 
undisclosed jail. 


The hundreds of citizens who 
had joined in the m anhunt were 
not told 
immediately about the 
capture but there was a feeling cf 
great relief when the news be­ 
cam e generally known. 
Williams, a slightly built graying 
Negro, was found about 500 yards 
from the home where retired Pris­ 
on Warden W. C. Rowland and his 
wife were killed Saturday night. 
Their throats were cut and both 
had been brutally slashed. 
Another double slaying the pre­ 
vious night had created tension in 
this community. An unknown at­ 
tacker killed E. T 
Norman and 
J. D. Croft at a drive-in grocery. 
Both men had their throats cut 
and Norman was shot between the 
eyes 
with 
a 
.22-caliber 
bullet. 
About $15 was missing from the 
cash register. 
Mrs. Rowland' s scream s brought 
Lucian Norman and John Bailey 
hurrying to her house Saturday 
night. Both men were attacked as 
they entered the residence. Nor­ 
m an was hospitalized with critical 
knife wounds. Bailey, who was not 
so badly slashed, identified Wil­ 
liams as the assailant. 
Mrs. Rowland died almost im ­ 
mediately from several cuts and 
stab wounds. 
Her husband was 
found about three hours later be­ 
neath some burlap bags in his 
tobacco barn. 
McDuffie said Williams readily 
confessed killing Rowland and his 
w ife and slashing the two men who 
responded to her scream s. 
For three days homes had been 
locked and lights kept burning all 
night after police warned citizens 
to avoid dark arras. 
McDuffie said he followed blood­ 
hounds to the edge of the swamp 
area.

Taxable Wa*re Base 
May Go To $ 3 ,9 0 0 
Under Compromise 


WASHINGTON (.P— House Ways 
and Means Committee m em bers go 
behind closed doors this week to 
ham m er out a “ m ust" bill—Presi­ 
dent. Eisenhower’s plan for a big­ 
ger social security program . 
The congressmen a l r e a d y seem 
agreed that social security pay­ 
ments should be boosted and that 
they should go to more people. 
But they’ve yet to decide just how 
this will be done and paid for. 
As now worded the bill—em brac­ 
ing President Eisenhower's social 
security proposals — would bring 
under social security an estim ated 
IO1* million persons not now cov­ 
ered. increase the wage base on 
which social security taxes a r e 
levied from S3.600 to $4,200, boost 
monthly benefits paym ents a n d 
ease present retirem ent require­ 
ments. 
Most of the 15 committee Re­ 
publicans have failed to reach an 
agreem ent on the bill’s m ajor pro­ 
vision. which would increase the 
wage base from $3,600 to $4,200 
with no change in the prevailing 
2 per cent tax* now’ paid by both 
employers and employes. The ef­ 
fect of this would lye to add $12 
annually to the individual’s t a x 
paym ent if he earns $4,200 or more. 
In advance of their initial closed 
session today, committee m em bers 
were talking in term s of a com ­ 
promise which would increase the 
taxable base to about S3.900 
Another disputed p r o v i s i o n 
would bring under social security 
for the first time an estim ated 
3.600.000 farm operators. 2.200 000 
farm workers. 3.500.000 state and 
local government employes, 51X1.000 
self-employed professional people. 
20.000 domestic workers not now- 
covered. and 250.000 ministers, fed­ 
eral employes and miscellaneous 
other groups.

Nearly a year has passed since witnesses 
before the Joint Congressional Committee on 
Atomic Energy expressed strong opinions in fa­ 
vor of releasing fissionable material and tech­ 
nical knowledge to private enterprise. 
Nothing has been done. 
Meanwhile, British development of atomic pos­ 
sibilities in the field of electrical-energy produc­ 
tion has continued to outstrip development in the 
United States. “ Nine years after Hiroshima and 
five years after the American atomic weapons 
monoplv ended,” comments The Wall Street 
Journal,” the United States lives in the in­ 
dustrial atomic age under a horse-and-buggv 
law.” 
It is difficult in the light of British progress 
to believe that government monopoly is solely 
to blame in the United States. Atomic energy 
is a government mono[K)ly in Britain, too. 
The thing to blame seems rather to be the 
preoccupation of U S 
government monopolists 
with military uses of atomic energy. This has 
caused them to nurse an illusion that they are 
primarily concerned with a problem of mili­ 
tary security. 
National Association of Manufacturers, on the 
other hand, thinks the United States is pri­ 
marily concerned — or should be — with the 
application of Atomic energy to industrial pro­ 
duction. In 'th e long run. this production w ill 
protect American freedom, not the explosions 
being measured in Nevada and Bikini atoll. 
Before a nother year passes, the security-con­ 
scious people sitting on the lid of the govern­ 
m ent’s monopoly of atomic information and fis­ 
sionable material could become painfully aware 
that they have kept the United States from 
taking its rightful leadership in the atomic age. 


The Truth Could Sot Men Free 
David Lawrence was concerned in one of his 
recent reports from 
the Geneva conference 
about the “deterioration of moral and spiritual 
values which has set in nowadays among the 
so-called intellectual segments of public opinion 
in various countries.” 
Everything is given a twisted meaning, com­ 
plained the columnist. People who could be ex­ 
pected to know better have become so biased 
in their views and opinions that the truth is 
lost in their misrepresentations. 
Nor is this confined to what happens abroad. 
Lawrence, himself, has pointed out on a num­ 
ber of occasions that malicious and reckless 
bias here at home can bo blamed for much 
confusion and misunderstanding. 
When the truth is neglected in favor of dis­ 
tortion, there is a premium on the services of 
men skillful at spewing out steamy clouds of 
mumbo-jumbo to conceal what otherwise could 
not withstand scrutiny. 
Instead of searching relentlessly for the truth, 
these men are searching for whatever promises 
to be most useful for whatever “ party line” 
they happen to be following. Some of them have 
lived so long in the absence of truth they would 
not know it if they inadvertently stumbled onto 
it. 
Here is a problem of tho times, especially for 
people trying to preserve freedom. It always 
has been their fond hope that more communi­ 
cation would reveal more truth and that more 
truth would set men free. 
But their hope did not make allowance for 
the temptation to misuse worldwide communi­ 
cation to conceal the truth and thereby to hold 
men in bondage. 
That temptation has been succumbed to by 
nome of the people at Geneva. Any similaritv 
between their “ party lines” and the truth is 
purely coincidental. 


Binger Than Bikini 
As Civil Defense officials have been learning, 
the 1954 series of H-bomb tests blew up some 
things larger than the atolls at Bikini. 


I f it is true that the tests now have been 
completed, it would seem to be time for the 
whole m atter of civil defense to bo restudied. 
There is no fiver any more for the theory 
inherited from World War II and kept intact 
until development of the H-bomb that cities 
could survive aerial attack with nuclear weap­ 
ons. It is known now that one H-bomb could 
obliterate everything in the largest cities. 
But Civil Defense officials have learned in 
the meantime that there is no favor, either. 
for plans to evacuate cities. That is where the 
restudying should be concentrated — on the 
hopelessm ss in the face of danger w hich has 
been instilled by realization that the H-bomb is. 
at long last, the definitive weapon sought by 
warmakers. 
But it does not follow in civil defense any 
more than it follows in any other preparations 
for defense against warmakers that H-bombs 
would be used to the exclusion of all other 
weapons. 
On the contrary, it is reasonable to assume 
that the use of these definitive weapons would 
be held in abeyance by the same kind of mutual 
consent which restrained both sides in World 
War II from using poison gas. 


If that happened. U. S. cities would need every 
kind of civil defense which has recently been 
made to seem so futile by the realization that 
no civil defense could prevail against an attack 
with H-bombs. 


Spring «dgns of business opti­ 
mism are blooming ail over Wash­ 
ington. 
Although the bright blossoms of 
hope for a business up ’urn were 
prompted by government figures 
showing a drop in unemployment, 
the current trend of optimism is 
rooted in th knowledge that busi­ 
nessmen themselves are confident­ 
ly planning large expansions. 
The decisions to expand were 
based, in turn, on evidence that 
companies that develop new pro­ 
duces and more efficient means 
of producing goods make substan­ 
tial profits. 
That is the analysis generally ac­ 
cepted by representative industry 
leaders, whose Washington repre­ 
sentatives supplied the following 
statements: 
“ Technical advances in manu­ 
facturing 
methods 
assure 
this 
country there will be no real re­ 
cession for a long time.” said A. 
M 
Wilson, executive vice presi­ 
dent of the Minneapolis-Honeywell 
Regulator Co. 
“ These advances.” he said, “ of­ 
fer such major chances to cut 
costs that competition will force 
industry to invest in them, and 
high 
capital 
investment 
means 
prosperity.” 


WILSON 
ESTIMATED 
t h a t 
more than 16 billion dollars in 
capital spending was projected for 
the nation this year, most of it to 
go into t h e modernization of fa­ 
cilities and equipment. His com­ 
pany has a direct interest in mod­ 
ernization because one of its divi­ 
sions supplies automatic controls 
in manufacturing processes. 
John D. Biggers, chairman of 
Libby - Owens - Ford Glass Com­ 
pany, noted that first-quarter sales 
this year had almost equaled the 
record first quarter a year ago. 
He and other L-O-F executives 
credited the sharp 1954 increase in 
business to the new panoramic 
windshields installed in 1954 model 
automobiles and the “ growing in­ 
terest” in new glass products. 
Biggers noted particular activity 
in the field of fine glass yarns. 
He said his company had started 
manufacture of the yarns for dec­ 
orative textiles and draperies. 
Successful promotion of a new’ 
product, the tubeless 
tire, 
has 
prompted the B F. Goodrich Com­ 
pany to schedule large expansion 
of its manufacturing facilities this 
year, the company reported. The 
Akron manufacturer said that dur­ 
ing 1954 Goodrich would complete 
a 3 million dollar plant in Los 
Angeles and a 4’2 million dollar 
plant at Tuscaloosa, Ala. A 3 mil­ 
lion dollar improvement program 
is planned for the unit at Miami. 
Okla. and a 9 million dollar ex­ 
pansion at the plant at Oaks, Pa.

As I write, there is a general 
strike — which is the deadliest, al­ 
though not the bloodiest 
form of 
revolution — in one of Honduras’ 
biggest cities and ports. La Ceiba, 
i You probably know as little of that 
city as you knew of Pusan or Seoul. 
But it is just as important. 
There, where there is no union. 
15.000 b a n a n a workers are on 
strike. They have changed t h e 
locks on the c o m p a n y gates. T h e y 
control the police. They monitor 
the cases going into the local hos­ 
pital. The guard the airport. T h e y 
distribute the dairy products. 
In other cities they have sent 
flying t e r r o r squads into the 
streets. They have military col­ 
umns up to 2.(X>0 moving across 
the country. Yet there seem to be 
no leaders. Just a “Committee for 
Workers Unity” which refuses to 
accept wage 
increases and 
im­ 
proved working conditions — but 
holds out for power over company 
management. 
In all. there arc 40.000 strikers 
who have been efficiently organized 
in several cities since April 30 
Yet this mast difficult of all stop­ 
pages is being run without a single 
union headquarters. 


IT IS. OF' course, organized and 
directed by Soviet agents operat­ 
ing out of nearby Guatemala. They ( 


operate on schedule and on a pat­ 
tern which now must be obvious 
even to us. 
As Sen. Alexander Wiley, head 
of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, soon will point out on 
the basis of on-the-spot investiga­ 
tions by his aides in the Carib­ 
bean, the central source of this 
power and strategy is the Soviet’s 
World Federation of Trade Unions. 
As a result of his aides’ search­ 
ings. the senator now believes that 
this World Federation of T r a d e 
Unions is Moscow’s single most im­ 
portant conduit of Communist lit­ 
erature, manpower, money a n d 
false-name bank deposits in t h e 
world. 
It is the WFTU which f i r s t 
searches out the underdeveloped 
areas in which the natives have 
piled up grievances and debts over 
the past IO generations. A decade 
ago the Soviets selected Guatema­ 
la 
They moved into the l a b o r 
field They captured the workers' 
imagination, built them a “Gen­ 
eral Confederation of Labor.” tied 
to it the “ peasants” and had them­ 
selves another Yennan. 
Then they moved in on the South 
American continent. They deposited 
money in British Guiana banks for 
the use of the Communist group in 
that bauxite-laden country. Finally, 
it took the Royal Navy and Ma­ 
rines to dislodge the Soviets" Feo- 
ple’s Party. In e v e r y area the So­ 
viets need one base — here in Lat­ 
in America they had two. It was 
how time to radiate. They next 
picked Honduras. They built an un­ 
derground labor base. And t h e y 
called a strike. 


AND ON May 25. there w-iil a r­ 
rive in Moscow a Guatemalan la­ 
bor chief by the name of Firgilio 
Guerra. He will report on the Hon­ 
duras “ v i c t o r y ” to the Council of 
Soviet Labor L’nions.

Tell him ex­ 
actly how long you will be gone. 
Give him your address. Ask him 
to remove advertising circulars, 
magazines, o r a n y unforeseen de­ 
liveries from view. Make arrange­ 
ments to have the grass cut when 
it needs it. 
DISCONTINUE your newspaper. 
Make certain that milk deliveries 
are halted. Close and

Before departing on your vaca­ 
tion. make sure that any jewelry, 
silver, or other valuables are se­ 
cured in* a safe place. A vase, 
cupboard, or desk drawer is not 
safe. Along these lines it is well 
to note that almost 200.000 pri­ 
vate residences were burglarized 
in 1953. Of the 479.120 burglaries 
last year, approximately 42 per 
cent were of homes. 
You might leave a key in the 
custody of the neighbor or friend 
and ask him to check the interior 
of the house periodically. It is not 
too unusual to read in police files 
of families returning from an ex­ 
tended vacation to find not only 
their movable valuables stolen, but 
also the rugs and furniture. Such 
losses — “ moving-van jobs” in 
police parlance — are often report­ 
ed only when the owner returns 
home after an extended trip or 
vacation. Speed

crime to your police is the best 
method of assisting them in ap­ 
prehending the thieves and 
re­ 
covering your property. 
The key and inspection arrange­ 
ment with your friend may mean 
much to you. In this connection, 
the majority of police, provided 
you notify them, will make a very 
thorough inspection of your prem­ 
ises 
Modern police methods re­ 
quire a check of such premises 
during each shift < three times each 
day with a written report to show 
that the inspection was made and 
the time it was made.

Avoid leaving valuables in cloth­ 
ing checked at a .swimming pool 
or bathing beach. Usually, safe­ 
keeping arrangements are avail- 
abl at these places. 
Exercise a few precautions re­ 
garding your automobile. Roll up 
windows and lock the doors when 
you leave the car even briefly. 
Under no circumstances leave the 
keys in an unattended automobile. 
Packages or luggage left in an 
automobile, even though the m a­ 
chine is locked, are inviting bait 
to the thief. 
A minimum of care may add

While there is enough m arble 
for the next million years, great 
quantities of it are cracked when 
found. Table top m arbles should 
be p erfect. One reason unusual 
types are not cheap. M arble is 
blasted and scaled ont of moun­ 
tains, then cut like wood in fa c ­ 
tories. Most m anufacturers polish 
and tre a t m arbles before they 
a re sold.

Dismissing diets light­ 
ly,

Since calories are my beat, this 
dietitian felt that last sentence left 
too much latitude, and hastened to 
inject. “ Within reason m eans not 
too much, doesn’t it doctor?’’ 
“ That's right,” the doctor agreed. 
“ Excess fat is a parasite. It im ­ 
poses extra work on the heart and 
taxes the circulatory system .’* 
The lawyer countered at t h i s 


turn with 
‘‘Supposing a p e r s o n 
doesn t give his heart any extra 
work to do. doesn't knock himself 
out with excercise, and lives a 
physically inactive life. Doesn t that 
[even things up0” 
It was then the medical m a n 
packed a haym aker. “Those extra 
pounds have to be suppled with 
blood. Thirty extra pounds neces­ 
sitates the development of 25 miles 
of blo<xi vessels through which the 
hard-working heart has to pump 
blood. T hat’s where high b l o o d 
pressure comes into the picture ” 
The lawyer relaxed. “ Not guilty 
of high blood pressure!” , he said. 
claiming he never felt better in 
his life. While admitting to a little 
shortness of breath on exertion — 
he addtxl quickly that he solved 
that by not exerting himself. 


THE DOCTOR t h e n explained 
that when the heart is servicing 
considerable excess fat. it has to 
pump at top capacity, even when 
a m an is just sitting still. 
These words of wisdom from the 
doctor should convince any over­ 
weight man. A word to the wives 
— once he's sold on the need to 
reduce, don't starve him. His re­ 
ducing calorics average 1.300 to 1.- 
400 daily — and that allows for 
three good m eals a day, minus the 
fattening trimmings.

I CAN S F E that your worry over 
this m atter might cause you to 
tell your daughter never to be with 
that neighbor boy anywhere.

Until the boy is helped, he 
could In'- a moral m enace in the 
neighborhood for years to come. 
Assuming that you are sure you 
have the facts, you should go to 
se'c the boy's mother. You must 
be gracious and skillful. Go in a 
friendly spirit to try to work out 
a corrective and constructive pro­ 
gram with her. emphasizing what 
m ay be done to help this boy. 
You can see that if you and other 
m others were merely to ostracize 
him he might continue to be a 
neighborhood peril. Let me urge 
that you try to win her to work 
out a program with you wheieby 
you and she would co-operate in 
making sure these two children 
could never be together except in 
the view of a responsible adult. 


ACCORDINGLY, her son would 
be welcome in your home at cer­ 
tain times and your child in hers. 
She might also wish to extend this 
surveillance in relation to hem son 
md other children of the com m uni­ 
ty and neighborhood.
